SJI.O. 18-E,—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), read 
with the first proviso to sub-section (4) of section 14 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), the Central Government, being satisfied that for the adminis¬ 
tration of the cantonment, it is desirable to make a declaration and to continue 
the Cantonment Board, Ambala with a varied constitution as notified by the 
Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No, S.R,0. 13-E 
dated the 20th September, 1S72, published in the Gazetter of India, Extraordi¬ 
nary, Part II, Section 4, dated the 21st Sepember, 1972, for a further period of 
ope year up to the 28th September, 1974, or till the new members are elected, 
whichever is earlier,- makes a declaration to that effect and continues the said 
Board with the constitution as aforesaid. 

Con.sequent upon the above declaration, the Cantonment Board, Ambali 
shall consist of the following members, namely:— 

(a) the Officer Commanding the Station; 

(b) One Military Officer nominated by name by the Officer Commanding 

the Station, by order in writing; 

fc) One member, not being a person in the service of the Government, 
nominated by the Officer Commanding the Station, 
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
